If 
the nominee* of the Omaha convention 
carry any States at ell it ia highly prob- 
able that the Houae will lie called upon 
to decide the Presidency. It may be 
called ii|>on to decide it I. -cause Cleve- 
land and Harrison receive a tie vote. 

For instance, if all the State, that 
voted for Cleveland in '88 vote for him 
now, and he receive* the vote of Mon- 
tana he will have 178 electoral vote* ; if 
all the State* that voted for Harrison in 
'8S again support him (except Michigan, 
which it ia aaid will be split ) and the 
Republican new States he will have 2<M 
ral votes. Add to these the divi- 
of Michigan's vote according to 
district* Democratic 8, Republican 6. 
md the result is Cleveland 186, Harrison
